LADIES AND GENTLEMEN OF THE UNI- 
TY CLUB: 

Although the title wiven me for an 
essay this evening is not exactly that 
which I sbould have chosen, still if I 
take the term to meau an ideal social 
state, in which the ethics taught, | 
both by precept and example, by Jesus 
as the foundation of his gospel, the title 
is then all that can be desired. 

There can be nothing deserving the 
name of a Code of Ethics that has not as 
it foundation, its corner stone, the law 
of exact justice. Itis true that the word 
ethics is often used both in a loose and 
restricted sense, but as it relates to hu- 
man action, and involves the manners 
and moral relations of individuals, these 
relations can never be permanently ad- 
justed so long as the inherent rights of 
asingle individual are ignored. In order 
briefly to show the necessity of recog- 
nizing the principle of justice as the 
foundation of all ethics, let us begin 
with the aggressive egotism of the indi- 
vidual. If therefore I assert my inde- 
pendence, and declare that I have the 
right to do precisely as I please, pres- 
ently I meet with another individual, 
equally self-assertive, equally aggressive, 
who also declares that he has the right 
to do precisely as he pleases. Presently į 
our interests are found to clash. Each} 
runs against the cherished object, the 
pleasure of or the will of the other, and 
usually the claim of the individual 
to the right to do as he pleases, 
becomes a question of his power) 
to do as he pleases, right or wrong. | 
Then comes the warfare of might against 
right; and itis thus that the history of | 
nations is written in warfare and in blood, 
and the life history of nine-tenths of the 
human race is written in sorrow and in 
tears. IfIam trying really to discover 
the right, and am willing to be just, I 
shall soon learn that I cannot do as I 
please without preventing my neighbor 
from doing as he pleases; and if I am not 
prepared either to exterminate or to be 
exterminated, to enslave and despoil, or 
to be enslaved and despoiled, I must con- 
promise. I learn to respect the rights 
of others as I would have my own re- 
spected, My declaration of rights has 
now become a code of ethics. 

It may thus be seen that no adjust- 
ment can be right, and therefore final, 
that is not strictly just; that does not 
give to others as much as it takes from 
others. But even at this point there 
comes a divergence. Wherever individu- 
al egotism undertakes to interpret the 
principle of justice, it usually spends its 
force in demanding and securing what it 
calls justice from others, rather than in

The cause of all human misery is ig- 
norance. Not iguorance iu the popular

Aarma has been called the law of 
ethical causation. It means, literally, ac- 
tion.

The genuine spirit of altruism, in 
the churches as out of them, is replaced 
‘by that egotism which manifests itself 
as pride of blood, pride of wealth, and 
pride of position; and, right or wrong, is 
determined to maintain the distinction 
between rich and poor. The down- 
trodden, toiling masses are beginning to 
realize their power. The sounds are 
already ominous, as of a surging, sob- 
bing sea of human woe, born of ages of 
oppression. The lines of battle are 
slowly forming—the mob against mon- 
the monopoly of wealth; the 
monopoly of education; the monopoly 
of all the good things of earth, by the 
minority. Think you, my hearers, that 
the mob, taught by ages of oppression, 
in their hour of triumph will remember 


they not rather realize that orthodox 
theological schemes of rewards and pun- 
ishments, so graphically portrayed by 
Iimerson, where Dives and Lazarus 
change places; where the rich are des- 
pised and despoiled, and the poor ex- 
alted.
